WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  (RNS) 
— Offense*  related  to  aleohoUe 
beverages  caused  99  percent  of 
all  arrests  in  the  United  Sute* 
last  year,  the  Jilethodlst  Board 
of  Temperance  said  here. 

Citing  crime  statistics  com¬ 
piled  by  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Investigation,  the  board  said  re¬ 
ports  from  police  in  1,477  cities 
with  a  population  of  2.900  or 
more  indicated  there  were  772,- 
943  arrests  for  drunkenness, 
193,119  for  disorderly  conduct. 
96.169  for  driving  while  intoxi¬ 
cated.  and  37,028  for  violation 
of  state  or  Federal  liquor  laws. 

These  arrests  totalled  1,099,- 
299  out  of  the  overall  1,801,764 
made  by  the  police  departments 
during  the  year,  thei-Methodist 
group  declared.  It  said  liquor 
figui^  in  nearly  all  the  arrests 
for  disorderly  conduct.

(BP)  —  England  was  freed  front 
the  throttling  grip  of  military 
government  and  the  threat  of 
needless  civil  war  as  Parlia¬ 
ment  reconvened  today  for  the 
first  time  since  Richard  Crom¬ 
well’s  fall  last  May. 

The  Parliament  was  freely 
elected  under  the  Protection  of 
General  George  Monck,  mili¬ 
tary  leader  formerly  stationed 
in  Scotland  whose  army  of  oc¬ 
cupation  has  restored  a  sembl¬ 
ance  of  order  to  this  strife-torn 
land,  ^here  is  no  indication  that 
the  military  leader  Intends  to 
establish  another  ,reign  of  force, 
however.

House  bill  No.  8,00<)  which  would  ban  the  serving  of 
alcoholic  beverages  on  commercial  airlines  is  sponsored  by 
Congressman  Williams. 

Here  is  a  bill  that  make  sense.  Even  the  fledgling 
passenger  making  his  first  flight  can  see  the  utter  folly 
of  mixing  alcohol  and  airplanea  Many  of  the  airlines 
have  recognized  the  safety  hazard  involved  in  serving 
liquor  and  have  refused  to  do  it  The  Stewardesses  Asso¬ 
ciation  and  Airline  Pilots  Association  have  gone  on  record 
at  favoring  such  a  bill  as  the  one  being  pushed  by  Con- 
greasman  Williams.  ' 

With  a  strange  callousness  to  public  welfare  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board  and  the  Air  Transport  Association  have 
opposed  the  bill.  TheHHouse  Subcommittee  on  Air  Trai^ 
purtatlon,  however,  has  manfully  pushed  aside  such  il¬ 
logical  opposition  and  referred  it  for  action  to  the  full 
House  Committee  on  Interstate  and  Foreign  Commerce. 

Expressions  from  religious  groups  and  temperance 
organtiatlohs  over  Ihe  country  have  b^n  overwhelmingly 
In  favor  of  the  bill  and  one  would  hope,  for  the  safety  of 
air-traveling  Americans,  that  Congressman  Williams  bUl 
will  be  passed  without  delay.
